dier of the World War. died suddenly 
of tuberculosis and heart trouble at 
the Mont Alto sanitarium.

In some manner, 
it is said, a small piece of timber 
which he was attempting to cut on 
the rip saw. where he was engaged 
in cutting plastering lath, was caught 
and hurled with great force, striking 
him across the left side of the face 
iust below the eyes. The force of 
the blow was so great that his face 
was crushed. A physician was call- 
ed and rendered first aid treatment 
and the man was placed opon a small 
truck and taken to the 
hospital. 


Upon admittance at the hospital ex- 
amination revealed that the man's 
.skull was fractured and little hope 
-was entertained for his recovery. He 
succumbed to his injuries at 10.40 
-o'clock. Mr. Fenton was about 40 
•vears of age and married. His wife,
